Oxford and Cambridge Turned Into Hospitals 


For Wounded Soldiers; All England a Hospital. 


Should Prohibit Begging. 


Every now and then there comes to light the case of some 


person- who has accumulated a comfortable competency by 
begging. This paper has commented on such cases in (he pasl, 
and now a most striking one comes lo the front in Philadel- 
phia, where a beggar recently arrested was found upon inves- 
tigation to possess property and money to the value of $20,- 
000. 
He has had a regular slant! on a certain corner in that 


city for 20 years. His condition always appeared pitiable, and 
from the.mites that were dropped Into his box by charitable 
people he has been able to live and lay up $1,000 a year on 
the average, which is much belter than the average working- 
man can do. 


And for some years, at least, he has not lived like a beggar 


when at home. On the contrary, the police found thai he was 
living in a well furnished home in a good street. The lloors 
were covered with velvet carpels and in the rooms Were a self- 
playing piano, phonographs and oilier modern luxuries. 'I he 
man is said to have a $5,000 bank account and real eslale and 
mortgages which will swell the lolal of his possessions lo ;' 
least $20,000. 
; 


The only thing thai can be said in the man's favor is lhal in 


the beginning he had a good excuse for begging if Ihere is such 
a thing. He was employed in a stone quarry, arid by an explo- 
sion he lost both arms. Further labor for him was, of course 
out of the question, so he look his stand on a street corner will' 
a small wooden box hung from his neck and said nolhing 
simply receiving the mites lhal were dropped in by sympa 
thetic passers-by. 
It is probable that he had no idea of ac- 


cumulating a competency, but as prosperity came to him he 
continued lo stand and wait while others stood and delivered, 
and in all probability his possessions are much larger loday 
than those of many persons who have conlribuled lo his 
"pile." 


• • The remedy for (his sort of thing is lo prohibit mendicancy 
' in every form. The public should make proper provision lor 


the helpless, and begging, or (he selling of lead pencils and 
trinkets under Ihe guise of distress should not be allowed. In 
many cases persons who appeal to charity in these ways are 
so deformed that their presence in public places is a public 
menace, for reasons well understood, and 
Ihe 
authorities 


everywhere should bring Ihe practice lo an end. 


The poor and helpless should and must be cared for, but 


there is a right way to do it, and Ihe first step should be to put 
an end at once and forever lo Ihe practice of begging.
